New York, July 15.— Harry Kendall 
Thaw was declared sane by a jury, 
which for nearly three weeks listened 
to testimony 
given In 
the suprem e 
court here before Justice Deter Hen 
driek. 
Forty-eight minutes w ere con­ 
sumed and two ballots were taken In 
leaching a verdict. 
Justice 
Hendrick 
will 
announce 
Friday morning whether the com m it­ 
ment upon which Thaw was incarcer­ 
ated in the 
state hospital 
for 
the 
crim inal insane at M atteawan shall be 
vacated, thereby giving to the slayer 
of Stanford 
W hite 
the 
liberty for 
which he has contested in the courts 
for nine years. 
It was at the etui of a day of ad­ 
dresses by counsel and the charge of 
the 
justice that 
the 
Jury 
retired. 
While the twelve men were deliberat­ 
ing the crowd in the courtroom aud 
about th e courthouse was augm ented 
by scores of persons who believed a 
verdict quickly would be found. 
A bailiff came from the jury room 
and informed Justice Hendrick that 
a verdict 
had 
been 
reached. 
The 
doors imm ediately were locked and 
Justice 
Hendrick, 
ascending 
the 
bench, warned the spectators th a t any 
dem onstration would be met with se­ 
vere punishm ent. 


Foreman Hands Over Verdict. 


Then the jury cam e In. 
In reply to 
a question by the clerk of the courts 
as to w hether a verdict had been 
reached the foreman handed over a 
sheet 
of 
legal 
paper, 
which 
was 
passed to the Justice on the bench. 
Justice Hendrick read It and handed 
it back to the clerk. 
“Gentlemen of the jury," said the 
clerk, “the question you have been 
considering Is this: 
“Is Harry K. Thaw now' sane? Your 
answ er Is yes.” 
Despite the warning several persons 
stood up in front of their seats. 
The 
courtroom hummed like a dynamo. 
Ju stice Hendrick and a dozen court 
attendants rapped for order. 
Meanwhile. Thaw, who until the ver­ 
dict was announced, sat at the coun­ 
sel table with his chin resting in a 
handkerchief, had turned around and 
grasped the hand of several of his 
counsel. 
Then he went to where his m other 
was sitting a few feet away and. throw ­ 
ing his arm s about her neck. kissed 
her twice. 
Mrs. Thaw st the sam e 
tim e 
patted 
her 
daughter, 
Mrs. 
George L. Carnegie, on the shoulder. 
Thaw later shook hands with his 
half-brother, Josiah Thaw, who a t the 
announcem ent of the verdict had rats 
ed 
himself 
from his 
chair th a t he 
might better view the proceedings.

recorded 
John 
B. 
Stanchfleld, chief counsel for Thaw, 
m ade a motion that the com m itm ent 
signed by Justice Dowling, following 
a verdict of not guilty on the ground 
of Insanity which was returned by'The 
Jury at T haw ’s second trial for the 
m urder of White, be vacated. 
Justice Hendrick asked Deputy At­ 
torney General Becker what he had 
to say to such a motion. 
Mr. Becker, 
in reply, requested tim e in which tho 
state might prepare an appeal.
